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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shlain et al. (USPN 
5,460,629). 

Regarding claim 18, Shlain et al disclose an electrosurgical device comprising a clamp 
(132) having a clamping surface (134) that also serves as an electrode, a hook member 
(130) being movable relative to the clamp and configured to capture a vessel between the 
hook member and the clamping surface; wherein the electrode for applying RF energy to 
the vessel captured between the hook member and the clamping surface; and further 
wherein the clamp is slidably disposed within the hook member, see col. 9, lines 36-46 
and figures 21A and 21B. 

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Knoepfler (USPN 
5,397,333). 
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Regarding claim 21, Knoepfler discloses a device comprising a clamp (12) having a 
clamping surface (33) and a lumen, a hook member (20), the hook member and the clamp 
being movable relative to one another, the hook member and the clamp configured to 
capture a vessel between the hook member and the clamping surface; and a cutting blade 
(23) slidingly disposed within the lumen between open and closed positions, the cutting 
blade having a cutting edge to sever the tissue, see col. 3 and 4 and figures 1-6.
